The drawings in this application are obviously informal. In view of the indication of 
allowable subject matter, they need to be replaced with formal drawings. 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1, 4, 8, and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Sirosh 
et al. Sirosh shows a body 1 8 that defines a gas reservoir within and has a regulator assembly 1 1 
inside to regulate the pressure of the gas dispensed. Regarding claims 4 and 1 1, note passage 
1 lq. The claimed method is seen as met by the apparatus. Regarding claims 8 and 1 1, the entire 
assembly is seen as a large cartridge. 

Claims 1-2, 4-6, 8-9, and 1 1 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Schultz et al. Shulz shows a body 12, 10 that includes a reservoir an outlet 50, and a regulator. 
The regulator has a piston with a flange 32 that is biased away from seat 24, which is in the 
piston chamber. The piston includes a central channel 48. Note vent 64 (claims 4 and 11). The 
claimed method is seen as met by the apparatus. Regarding claims 8-9 and 1 1, the entire 
assembly is seen as a large cartridge. 

Claims 3, 7, and 10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the base 
claim and any intervening claims. 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to applicant's 
disclosure. Ross shows a regulator similar to Schultz, where the seat is rigidly part of the valve

housing. The spring is between the seat and mpiston flange, allowing for a shorter length than the 
Sirosh valve.
